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• Current Status
– Coordinator is part time and has two part time staffers

• Membership Structure / Strategies
– Members have been recruited by personal contact and visits.  We are not a 

dues paying organization, but have developed a working relationship with 
Norwich Public Utilities for financial support.

• Steps to Become Self-Sustaining 
– NPU has provided minimum $ to keep us going.
– We have been successful getting an earmark for an Advanced Bus Rapid 

Transit system that is also providing partial financial support as the goals 
for the project and Clean Cities overlap.

Coalition Status and Sustainability
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• As of April 15, 2007 we initiated the first year’s 
work on the ATBRT project with Transit District.

• We helped NPU to apply for CMAQ/ CT AFV 
Project support for a Heavy Duty Hybrid Diesel-
Electric Bucket Truck and a Hybrid Ford Escape.

• We helped Groton Public Works Dept to apply 
for CMAQ/AFV Project support for three 
Hybrid Ford Escapes and a Hybrid Toyota Prius.
